SUBJECT : Language Incentive Program. 
1. A short time ago you noted the issuance | 25X11 
dated 1 March 1970 whica pr Ta language | 


incentive program for the DD/P based upon the award of QSI's for 
language achievement in certain specified hard toe acquire languages. 
Your question was why there existed, through the DD/P action, 2 
language incentive program for their purpose and not an Agency~wide 
prograin. 


2. Headquarters Regulation[____—sdistates that each Deputy 25X14 
ittrector will formulate within one year from March 1969 a irectorate 
policy to include among other things “use of language proficiency step 
increases as incentives for self-study of languages..." The Language 
Development Committee sought to establish an Agency regulction which 
would provide on a uniform basis step increases as incentives for language 
achievement. All Directorates with the exception of DD/I (Mir. Proctor} 
agreed with the draft regulation. ‘ir. Proctor wanted to expand the 
incentive aspects inte an achievement of skills program covering a number 


_of skills beyond that of language aione. ‘ir. Proctor's position was eneagh 


to forestall the completion of this regulation up to the present time, however, 
the regulation is still being forinally coordinated and I will bave te take up 
Mr. Proctor's objection and attempt to resolve the issue. Niy approach 

wiil simply be that incentives for language achtevernent are provided for and 
this regulation should go into effect and we can take up separately the other 
issue of an incentive program for the achievement of other type skills. 
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3, The DD/P had made known to its people in conformity with 
25K1 tae|_ regulation that QSI's would be granted for language 
achievement. In view of the long delay in the proposed regulation, 
DD/P felt they could not wait and issued their own regulation so as to 
authorize language achievement awards already accomplished under 
this program or in the process of being accomplished. 


4, I will follow through on the coordination of this proposed 
regulation and if 1 reach an impasse in its final coordination I will 
bring the matter to you.
